O ur Lord's resurrection w as like 
the last illum inating ch apter of a 
story, which throw s a new light on 
all that has gone before, changing the 
significance of m any an event, m ak . 
Ing a new and final classification of 
wise men and fools. So the hope of 
our own Im m ortality 
supplied the 
key to many of life's pussies. 


There In no greater wonder la Holy 
Scripture than the transform ation o f 
the prlncc of the apostle* from the 
coward o f Maundy Thursday Into the 
bold and confident leader 
on 
the 
day of Pentecost. W hatever Is obscure 
and difficult to understand about the 
first E aster morning, 
the 
definite 
change o f the disciple» from beaten 
men Into unbeatable 
men Is 
pluln. 
Therein we see the power of Christ's 
resurrection. It w as a power th st 
lifted the disciple* out of sorrow Into 
Joy, and that in the face of trlbuln- 
tion, distress and persecution. It w as 
a power that did m ore than put new 
life Into them ; tl m ade new men of 
them. It did m ore thsn renew their 
strength to go on with the old life; 
It gave them vision sn d courage for 
a new life.

If we are to Justify the w orld as 
God has m ade It, we m ast use this 
sam e power. We m ust look to the fu ­ 
ture as well as to the past. L ife's ex­ 
periences seem reasonable, and ju st, 
and kted, only when we think of 
them as largely shaped for us a s sn 
edorm Ion for the life to come.

SUGGESTIONS FOR A CLUB OR 
CHURCH SUPPER 
HERE Is a supper menu to serve 
one hundred persons: 
Scal­ 
loped salmon and spaghetti, but­ 
tered 
peas; 
rolls 
and 
batter; 
pickles and olives; jellied tomato 
salad; prune-croam pie; and coffee. 
Before you fix the price to be 
charged for this meal—or for any 
other 
community 
dinner—figure 
your total expenses carefully, using 
local market prices. If you're trying 
to make money, multiply the cost 
I of the raw ingredients by two, or 
even by three. If you aim simply to 
I cover expenses, remember to In- 
! elude hired help, lights and fuel. 
To make this scalloped salmon 
dish, put a layer of fish in a baking 
dlah, 
then

cooked 
spaghetti, then a layer of white 
sauce and so on, alternating the 
layers in this fashion until the 
baking dish is full. Cover the dish 
with buttered crumbs and bake.
